| President W ilson Flays Pacifists 
Who Seek Weak and Premature Peace 


Washington, Dec. 4—Immediate declaration of war against Austria-Hungary 
was recommended to congress today by President Wilson. The president, however, 
did not recommend a declaration of war against Turkey and Bulgaria at this time. 

Immediate war against Austria, the president told congress, was necessary to | 
meet the anomalous situation the United States faces in its war with Germany, 
even though Austria was not her own mistress and merely a vassal of Germany., 

The same logic, he said, would lead to war against Turkey and Bulgaria, but 
they do not yet, he said, stand in the path of the United States in its war against 
Prussia. 

In ringing, definite terms the president declared that nothing shall turn the 
United States aside until the war is won and Germany is beaten. All talk of peace, 
he pronounced out of the question. Peace, the president declared, could come only 
when the German people make it through rulers the world can trust; when they 
make reparation for the destruction their present rulers have wrought, and when 
Germany recedes from all the territory acquired by armed conquest.

The Only Way Out 

The cost of carrying on the 
city’s business should be levied 
equitably upon all who share the 
benefits reeeived. A change in our 
tax system which would equalize 
the burden in this way would 
inean that some would have to pay 
than they pay at present, 
aud that some who now pay noth 
ing would have te pay.

Kid Lavigne, Greatest of Lightweights. 
George “Kid” Lavigne, considered the greatesi of modern light- 
welght boxers, with the possible exception of Jack McAuliffe, was 


born in Bay City, Mich, of French-Canadian parents, forty-eight 
years ago tomorrow. After his retirement the Kid became a jack 
af all trades, and has ha} many ups and downs, principally downs, 


The vast sums of money he earned in the ring slipped through his 
fingers. Tor a time he conducted a saloon in Detroit, but tt was a 
losing venture. A few years ago it was reported that the Kid was 
a physical and mental wreck, but he pulled himself together, climbed 
aboard the water wagon, and worked such a physical transformation 
in himself that he thought seriously at having another try at the 
biftl game. 

As a youth, Lavigne developed his muscles by loading sait on 
barges at Saginaw, Mich. He first put on the gloves with Tommy 
Ryan, then welterweight champk and liked the game so well that 
he soon determined to adopt it as a profession, In one of his first 
important bouts, that with Andy Royan at New Orleans, his opponent 
was killed, Other early bouts were with George Siddons, Lavigne s 
first session with that tron fighter going seventy-seven rounds to a 
draw, and the second to fifty-five with the same result.
